Routine Removal Not Always Best, says Clendening

THE CONCEPT of focal infec­ 
tion as a causative factor in sys­ 
temic disease is undoubtedly quite 
sound but, as I pointed out a week 
or two ago, it can bt* carried too far, 
Even its originator, 
Dr. 
Billings, 
caid, "Focal infection as a cause of

discase has come to stay. But. like 
every other principle in medicine, it 
lias its limitations." 
» 
One of the other founders of this 
concept. William Hunter, an English 
physician, in 1910 made some re­ 
marks which have been misinter­ 
preted 
He spoke chiefly of infec­ 
tions arising from ill-fitting den­ 
tures and crowns, not of apical ab­ 
scesses about pulpless teeth, which 
are now usually regarded as infect­ 
ed teejh. 
Another commonly blamed source 
of local inlection are the tonsils. In 
un investigation of a 
number 
of 
surgical operations in a single hos­ 
pital over a period of years, it was 
found that one-third of 40.000 sur­ 
gical operations were for removal 
of the tonsils 
It is interesting to note that the 
statistician who collected these fig­ 
ures stated that the operation for 
removal of the 
tonsils 
was three I 
times as common among the well- 
to-do as among the poor Tile sus­ 
picion remains that there is such a 
thing as removal of tonsils for rev­ 
enue only. 
Unquestionably there are many 
eases in which systemic disease is 
caused by focal 
infection 
of this 
type But also unquestionably most 
cases are not critically evaluated. 
The removal of tonsils is not very 
serious but the loss of teeth which 
may be forming part of the* struc­ 
ture* of the jaws is no light matter. 
Their loss results not only in facial 


deformity and discomfort but also 
In digestive disturbances. 
A review of 
the 
case 
against 
routine extraction of teeth and re­ 
moval of the tonsils for the pur­ 
pose of curing 
systemic 
disease 
shows 
that 
the 
experience 
of 
twenty-five years has not Justified 
the practice in the minds of those 
who have given the matter careful 
thought. 
I wish to emphasize the fact that 
I 
have 
said 
“routine 
removal." 
When the case has been given care­ 
ful 
consideration 
and 
there 
Is 
logical 
evidence 
that, 
first, 
the 
teeth or the tonsils 
are 
Infected 
and, second, that there Is some con­ 
nection between this infection and 
the disease, the whole case assumes 
a different aspect 
These infections should be re­ 
moved for their own sake alone, I 
not because some theoretical bene- I 
fit is going to occur to the general 
health. The relation between focal 
infections and such systemic disease ) 
as high blcxxl pressure, kidney cie- I 
generation and arthritis, is far from j 
proved. As one physician has said 
“Belief in focal infection must be ! 
taken like religion—on faith.” 
I large groups 
of 
people whose , 
tonsils are present are no worse 
off than those whose tonsils are 
out. Many suspected foci of infec­ 
tion heal as the systemic disease 
improves and the general health 
becomes better.
